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The legislature may statutorily prescribe the qualifications of court commissioners, and 
a court commissioner may be required to give a bond conditioned upon the faithful 
performance of his or her duties. 


The legislature may statutorily prescribe the qualifications of court commissioners! although the 
legislature cannot impose greater restrictions or exact other requirements as to eligibility other 


than those prescribed in the state constitution.” A court commissioner may be a lay person? or 


an attorney.“ 


A court commissioner may be required to give a bond conditioned upon the faithful performance 


of his or her duties, and such bond must be read in the light of the law in existence at the time 


it is given.”
